fA total of 988,326 words (previous month 798,094) was filed to Washington 
during the period 16 March-15 April. Of this, 877,320 words were transmitted 
over Signal Corps facilities, and 11,016 via Western Union. 


From the report section, 125,890 words were filed, in addition to Washington, 
to each of the following: G-2 BUCOM, OIC ONGUS, ODI OMGUS end G-2 USFA. ‘The 
Americen Embassy in Peris was_the recipient of 45,680 words of this output. In 
addition, 177,83) words from[ _|were relayed to Washington.
